expected from October to around 

March when the North East 

Monsoon brings strong winds 
and heavy rain to the east coast of 
Peninsular Malaysia.

The underwater 
treasures of Malaysia offer photo- 
graphers endless hours of fascinating 
photography, and the divers equally 
fascinating hours of exploring the 
secrets of the deep.

come to Malaysia's golden beaches 
and islands in the sun and let them 
ensnare you in their charms. 


Most states in the country have 
beautiful beaches and remote islands 
to call their very own - each with their 
own unique attractions and charm. 


KEDAH at the northern end of the 
Peninsula has the famous Pantai 
Merdeka although much of the 
attention has been taken by the 
legendary island of Langkawi, the main 
island in a group of 104 islands 
clustered in the north of the Malacca 
Straits, close to the Andaman Sea. 


Further south is the island of PENANG, 
the Pearl of the Orient. Penang is a 
resort island in full bloom with its string 
of beach front international class 
hotels. There is however, a hidden side 
to it - the north west coastline has a 
number of beautiful beaches and 
secluded coves, accessible only by 
jungle trails and available only to the 
adventurous and energetic. 


The state of PERAK has Teluk Batik at 
Lumut along the coast and the islands 
of Pangkor and Pangkor Laut in the 
Straits of Malacca. Both islands offer 
ample opportunities for seeking the 
pleasures of the sun, the sand and the 
sea in plush resorts or dictating your 
own pace in the camping sites. 


The beaches at Morib in SELANGOR 
are relatively deserted and more 
popular as picnic spots for family 
outings or for long solitary walks. 
Offshore islands are more well known 
as centres of economic activity such as 





Ketam Island which has fishing as its 
main activity; and Carey Island which 
supports the palm oil industry. 


NEGERI SEMBILAN's beaches at Port 
Dickson are popular weekend retreats 
for those seeking to escape the 
pressures of city life. The surrounding 
area is also of historical significance 
and visits to the various historical sites 
would prove illuminating. 


MALACCA, the land of the bullock 
carts - once an important mode of 
transport, has three beautiful beaches 
to boast of. There is Tanjong Bidara, a 
relatively secluded cove with a fishing 
village nearby. Tanjung Kling is another 
popular beach frequential by locals and 
holiday seekers. Then there is the 
stretch of beach at Klebang Besar - a 
beautiful white stretch of soft sand and 
wonderfully deserted. Further out to sea 
is Besar Island, a resort in the making. 


In JOHOR, the most beautiful beaches 
are found on the east coast - Teluk 
Mahkota and Tanjung Penawar. 
Offshore from Mersing are the beautiful 
paradise islands of Rawa Islands, Sibu 
Tengah Island, Sibu Besar Island, 
Tinggi Island, Aur Island and Besar 
Island. Mersing is also the take-off 
point for Tioman Island although 
technically the island belongs to the 
state of Pahang. 


Besides Tioman Island, PAHANG also 
lays claim to some of the more beautifyl 
beaches along the East Coast of 
Peninsular Malaysia, the notables ones 
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being Teluk Chempedak, Cherating, 
Chendor and Balok. A number of resorts 
have sprung up over the years along the 
coast and the famous Club Mediteranee 
is sited at Cherating. However, those 
who prefer to rough it out or those 
wishing to sample the delights of the 
true Malaysian Kampung can also find 
something catering to their needs. 


In addition to having spectacular 
beaches like Chendering and Pantai 
Batu Buruk, TERENGGANU also has its 
fair share of lovely offshore islands, rich 
in secluded coves and unspoilt bays 
with some of nature's best kept secrets 
hidden in their depths. Of these, 
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Perhentian Island, Redang Island and 
Kapas Island are the best known. 


KELANTAN, the northernmost state on 
the East Coast boasts of romantic 
beaches with lyrical names - Pantai 
Cahaya Bulan, Pantai Irama and Pantai 
Bisikan Bayu (Beach of the Whispering 
Breeze). Numerous picturesque fishing 
villages are also located close by. 


SABAH, the east Malaysian state in the 
island of Borneo is also renowned for 
its beaches and numerous off-shore 
islands in the surrounding seas. These 
islands; Sipadan Island, the group of 
islands forming Tunku Abdul Rahman 
Park, and the Turtle Islands each have 
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their own share of unique attractions. 
The abundance and variety of marine 
life found in these waters also make the 
area the perfect retreat for those in 
search of the wonders of the deep. 


SARAWAK, famed for its longhouses 
and magnificent caves, has long been 
a favourite destination for those in 
search of history, adventure... 
something different. Yet when all is said 
and done, when you have explored all 
there is to explore and done all the 
different things you've always wanted to 
do, what better way is there to unwind 
and relax than spending a brief spell at 
the beaches of Santubong. 
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LANGKAWI ISLAND, the island of 
the legendary princess Mahsuri, is 
the main island of a group of 104 
islands in the northern part of the 
Malacca Straits, close to the Andaman 
Sea. It is an island known for its natural 
beauty as well as for its enduring 
legends. The most well known legend is 
that of the beautiful Mahsuri, accused 
of a crime she did not commit. As the 
white blood of her innocence flowed out 
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of her dying body, Mahsuri laid a 

curse on the island - Langkawi 

would be bare and barren for 

seven generations. Soon after, the 
siamese attacked the island and 
ravaged it. Seven generations have 
since come to pass and the island is 
blossoming again as a result of recent 
development projects aimed at making 
it one of the prime destinations within 
the region. 
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Things To See And Do 


There is much to see and do on this 
idyllic tropical paradise - an island of 
unspoilt natural beauty with sandy 
beaches, limestone hills and lush 
vegetation filled with an abundant 
variety of flora and fauna. Many places 
are worth visiting if one is so inclined. 
Most of these places are somehow tied 
up with the fascinating legends which 
abound on the island. 








e Padang Matsirat (The Field of 
Burnt Rice) is the place where the vil- 
lagers purportedly burnt their rice 
fields when it was clear that they 
could no longer hold off their 
invaders. This ensured that the 
invaders did not reap the bountiful 
harvest. Today, it is said that traces 
of burnt rice still surface after a 
heavy downpour 





e Another famous attraction is Telaga 


Tujuh (Seven Wells) where a fresh- 
water stream cascades 91m down, 
through a series of seven pools - a 
most picturesque spot ideal for 
picnicking and bathing. 


e Telaga Air Panas (Hot Springs) is 


said to owe its existence to another 
fascinating legend. In those days, a 
rejected offer of marriage brings dire 
consequences because such a 
rejection results in shame. Thus a 
bitter quarrel ensued between the 
two families and pots and pans were 
flung asunder. During the commo- 
tion, a jugful of hot water was flung to 
the ground where it broke and the 
hot water seeped into the ground. 
That, according to the local folks was 
the origin of the hot springs. 
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e Over at the island of Tasik Dayang 


Bunting (Lake of the Pregnant 
Maiden) is a tranquil lake of 
enchanting beauty. The cool green 
waters of the lake is pleasantly 
inviting. The lake however is more 
popular among childless couples 
who frequent it with the hope of 
being granted their dearest wish. 
According to a legend, a couple 
who remained childless after 19 
years of marriage came to the lake 
and were subsequently blessed with 
a child after the wife had taken a 
drink from the lake. 


Near the lake is Gua Langsir, (Cave 
of the Banshee) a huge cave 
towering 91m in height. It houses 
thousands of bats within its dark 
awesome interior - hence its 
reputation of being haunted. 


The entire island is most fascinating 
and begs to be explored. Hire a car 
and take a drive around the island. 
The roads are good, the scenery 
beautiful — there are rustic Malay 
kampongs, rubber estates, scenic 
padi fields and water buffaloes 
wallowing in the mud! Motorcycles 
or bicycles are also available for 
hire. Take your pick and give 
yourself the time of your life. If you 
have had enough of the local 
legends and horror stories and your 
feet ache from visiting those famous 
sights, perhaps it is time to relax - 
bask in the sun, or comb the 
beaches at your own leisure. 
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e [he island abounds with beautiful 


secluded beaches - just pick one to 
call your very own. There is Pantai 
Tanjung Rhu, Pantai Tengah, 
Pantai Cenang and Pantai Pasir 
Hitam - a beach literally covered 
with black sand; and Pantai Batu 
Kerikil which is strewn with peb- 
bles. The other islands namely, 
Beras Besar Island, Singa Island 
and Langgun Island also offer 
endless hours of pleasure in the 
sun, the sand and the sea. 


e [he islands are ideal for such 


activities as snorkelling and 
scuba diving. Their crystal clear 
waters provide fascinating hours 
of exploring the mysteries of the 
deep. 


Facilities for boating, snorkelling, 
scuba diving, water skiing, wind 
surfing and para sailing are 
provided by some of the resort 
hotels dotting the island. There are 
also yachts and catamarans for 


hire. Enquiries for these may be 
made at your hotel reception. 


e Ihe seas around the island are 


among the best fishing grounds 
within the area. Have a whale of a 
time at sea and come back with a 
bountiful catch for your dinner. Your 
hotel staff may be able to provide 
information or assist in arranging for 
fishing trips. 





Treat yourself to pony rides along 
the beach and relax with the rhythm 
of the slow trots as you leave all your 
cares behind. 


Trek along unknown jungle paths 
and admire the variety of flora and 
fauna of Langkawi's tropical forests. 


If you enjoy shopping, then 
Langkawi is the place for you. There 
is a wide variety of duty free items 
waiting to be snapped up for a 
song. These are among some of the 
things you can see or do on the 
mystical island of Langkawi. The list 
is endless...

You can get to Langkawi by air. MAS 
operates flights from Kuala Lumpur 
and Penang to Langkawi. 


By Ferry 


Ferries offer regular services from 
Kuala Kedah and Kuala Perlis on the 
mainland. The trip from Kuala Kedah 
takes about one hour and costs 
RM13.00 per person. From Kuala 
Perlis, it takes about 45 minutes and 
costs RM10.00 per person. 


From Kuala Lumpur, it is also possible 
to get to Alor Setar by road or by rail. 
From Alor Setar proceed to Kuala 
Kedah or Kuala Perlis by bus or taxi to 
board the ferry to Langkawi. 


By Air 


PAYAR ISLAND, about 1 hour by boat 
from Kuala Kedah deserves special 
mention. This little island forms part of 


the four island group gazetted as 
Marine Parks. Its waters support a 
multitude of colourful marine life in its 
soft coral gardens. 


Things To See and Do 


e South of the island, not too far off- 
shore lies a breathtakingly beautiful 
coral garden. It has the reputation of 
supporting the largest number of 
coral species in the country. The 
crystal clear waters make it ideal 
for swimming, snorkelling, scuba 
diving and underwater photo- 
graphy. 


e Enjoy quiet picnics on the beach 
where picnic tables and bathroom 
facilities have been thoughtfully 
provided for visitors. 


e No accommodation is available on 
the island. Visitors however have the 





option of camping in the great 
outdoors although it is necessary to 
obtain prior permission from the 
Fisheries Department at Alor Setar 
or Kuala Lumpur. 


The establishment of Marine Parks was 
conceived as a means of preserving 
and protecting areas of natural beauty 
from the impact of development. 
Another important objective is the 
upgrading and preservation of the 
natural habitat of endangered species 
of aquatic life. 


Specific zones have thus been 
earmarked for research and educa- 
tional activities as well as for 
recreation. 


Whilst every effort has been made to 
enable visitors to enjoy this gift of 
nature, the Fisheries Act of 1985 
prohibits the following: 


Anchoring of boats over coral areas 
Water skiing 

Speed boat racing 

Spear fishing 

Fishing 

Carrying and using weapons that 
endanger aquatic life 

Collection of corals and other 
aquatic life 

e Littering 

e Lighting fires on the beach

How To Get There 


A number of operators organise 
cruises or dive tours to these island 
and it might be more convenient to join 
one of these. The tour price usually 
includes rental of equipment and the 
services of professional guides in 
addition to accommodation, meals and 
transportation. There is also the added 
advantage of knowing yourself to be 
in the hands of people who are know- 
ledgeable about the area and the 
various dive spots. 


Over on the mainland, Kedah is also 
endowed with a beautiful 1km stretch 
of white sandy beach known as 
PANTAI MERDEKA, approximately 
60km south of Alor Setar. This 
enchanting beach is shaded by 
tall swaying palms, under which one 
may spend leisurely hours — picnicking 
or just lazing the hours away. 
Water skiing and sailing are also 
popular along this stretch of coastal 
waters.

The crystal clear 
waters of these coral islands are 
ideal for swimming, snorkelling, 
scuba diving and fishing. Or just 
bask in the warmth of the sun. 
Arrangements for tours to these 
islands may be made through the 
various hotels. 


e Don't leave Penang without taking 


some of its famous sights. For a start 
15 


there are the magnificent temples. 
The Snake Temple, built in 1850 
was dedicated to a Buddhist priest 
Chor Soo Kong, believed to have 
possessed incredible healing 
powers. According to local folklore, 
on the night of its completion, snakes 
crawled out of the jungle and 
inhabited the temple. The snakes are 
still there today, and visitors can have 
their pictures taken with vipers coiled 
around their necks or shoulders. 


e [he Kek Lok Si at Air Itam is 
reputed to be the most beautiful and 
largest temple in South East Asia. 
The seven-storey pagoda, 30m in 
height is a mixture of Chinese, Thai 
and Burmese architecture and 
craftsmanship. 


e Wat Chayamangkalaram at Lorong 
Burmah, a Buddhist temple of Thai 
architecture houses the world's third 
largest reclining Buddha. It 
measures 33 metres long. 


e Another temple worth visiting is the 
Sri Mariamman Temple built in 
1883. The temple houses numerous 
statues of Hindu deities, the most 
priceless being the statue of Lord 
Subramaniam richly embellished 
with gold, silver, diamonds and 
emeralds. 


e The Temple of the Goddess of 
Mercy at Jalan Masjid Kapitan Kling, 
is the oldest temple in Penang. Said to 
have been built in 1800, it is a classic 
example of old Chinese architecture.

e Another remarkable architectural 


masterpiece is the Khoo Kongsi 
(Temple of the Khoo Clan) at Lebuh 
Cannon. It is a magnificent building 
with intricate carvings, rich orna- 
mentation and liberal use of gold 
leaf. The finest craftsmen in China 
were reportedly brought over, to 
carve figures on the exterior. 


Most of these temples are open 
from morning till evening but it is 
usually advisable to seek the 
permission of temple authorities 
before entering. 


The Kapitan Kling mosque at Jalan 
Masjid Kapitan Kling, built in the 
early nineteenth century by an 
Indian Muslim merchant, is a fine 
example of Islamic architecture of 
Moorish influence. 





e If you are into history, then the 


Penang Museum is a must in your 
itinerary. Built in 1821, it was 
originally used as a school. The 
museum houses a fine collection of 
old photographs, maps, charts and 
other historical relics of Penang's 
historical past. 


Opening hours are from 9am to 5pm 
daily. On Friday it closes at 12.15pm 
and opens again at 2.45pm to 5pm. 
Admission is free. 


Fort Cornwallis, built on the site 
where Light first landed has a 
fascinating history. The 200-year old 
fort was originally built of wood and 
in its heyday acted as a station for 
the British Royal Artillery. Convict 
labour was later utilised to recon- 
struct it in brick and stone. Today, 
one of the brass cannons at the fort 
has become an object of reverence 
and local women can sometimes be 
seen placing flowers around it. The 
belief is that barren women would be 
able to conceive if they lay flowers in 
its barrel and offer special prayers. 
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e Nature lovers would also find much 


to fascinate them on the island. 


There is the Botanical Gardens, 
created by the British in 1884 as a 
tribute to Charles Curtis, its first 
superintendent who collected 
botanical specimens extensively 
from the surrounding hills and 
jungles. These have since become 
the most significant samples in 
major herbariums all over the world. 


The 30-hectare garden offers tran- 
quillity amidst lush green sur- 
roundings of tropical plants and the 
vibrant colours of Penang's native 
flora. The sound of the cascading 
waterfalls evoke a soothing and 
restful ambience. Monkeys often 


roam freely around the park, 
clamouring to be fed. 


Opening hours are from 7am to 
7pm. Admission is free. 


The Penang Bird Park spans a 5- 
acre site in Seberang Jaya. Over 200 
species of birds from around the 
world are housed in specially con- 
structed avaries. Man-made islands, 
land-scalped gardens and orna- 
mental plants provide a near natural 
habitat for these exotic species. The 
wide variety of orchids and hibiscus 
plants are worthy of closer 
inspection. 


The park is open daily from 9am to 
7pm. Entrance fee is RM3.00 for 
adults and RM1.00 for children. 


Another must for nature lovers is the 
Butterfly Farm at Teluk Bahang. It is 
the world's first tropical live butterfly 
exhibition, and houses over 150 
species of butterflies and local 
insects in their natural habitat. A lily 
pond, artificial waterfalls and a rock 
garden enhance the beauty of the 
surroundings. The farm also serves 
as a breeding area and there are 
about 4,000 to 5,000 live butterflies 
at any one time. A souvenir shop and 
information centre are provided for 
visitors. 


Opening hours are from 9am to 5pm 
on weekdays and 9am to 6pm on 
weekends and public holidays. 
Admission charges are RM4.00 for 
adults and RM2.00 for children. 
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e Ihe Forest Recreation Park at 


Telok Bahang provides evidence of 
Penang's rich flora and fauna 
affording visitors an insight into the 
legacy of Mother Nature. Jungle 
tracks lead to the heart of the forest 
with camping sites along the way. 
Pick your way through the shady 
trails and observe nature's heritage 
at close quarters. The forest 
abounds with countless varieties of 
flowering plants and ferns and 
numerous species of insects, birds, 
butterflies, snakes and lizards. A 
forestry museum provides interesting 
information about Malaysia's forests. 


* 9. 
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e Further away, off the beaten tracks, 


in the north-western part of the 
island is the Pantai Acheh Forest 
Reserve covering 2,000 hectares of 
lush tropical vegetation. In this hilly 
terrain, are a number of criss- 
crossing trails leading to some of 
Penang's very beautiful and 





secluded beaches of fine sand and 
sparkling crystal clear waters. 


The trails are clearly marked and it 
is a fairly easy hike along the gentle 
coastal slopes. From Teluk Bahang 
it takes about an hour to reach the 
legendary tranquil shores of Teluk 
Duyung. Further west is the 
lighthouse at Muka Head and the 
famous Monkey Beach. Pantai 
Keracut consists of a beach of fine 
sand and a beautiful park which 
would delight any botany enthusiast. 
Another path leads to Pantai Mas - 
another magnificent sandy beach 
fringing the emerald sea. 


A trek through the interior offers 
nature lovers the thrill of seeing rare 
hill forest shrubs and creepers, 
monkeys chattering in the trees, sea 
eagles surveying their prey. The 
forest is alive with the sounds of 
birds and crickets and you might 
catch a glimpse of the Hawksbill 
turtle heading for the sea. 


At the end of it all, awaits the luxury 
of swimming in the cool waters of 





secluded coves and inlets or just 
lying on the soft sand. The under- 
water depths reveal a colourful 
world of corals, shells and other 
marine life. 


Some hotels organise early morning 
treks past jungles, streams and 
waterfalls. Food packs are usually 
provided. Check with your hotel for 
the time and prices. 


Shopping in Penang can be a 
delightful experience. In the great 
tradition of its past as a trading post, 
the Penang of today caters for a 
variety of taste, pleasing even the 
most discerning of shoppers. 
Browse around the shops in modern 
air conditioned comfort at Penang 
Road, Lebuh Campbell, Jalan 
Masjid Kapitan Kling, Lebuh 
Chulia and Lebuh Pantai and at 
KOMTAR, the multi-storey office and 
shopping complex. If you prefer 
something with local flavour, there is 
the Chowrasta Market, a typical 
bazaar for local goods. Most shops 
are open from 9am to 9pm. At the 
big stores, prices are usually fixed 
but those at smaller shops are 
negotiable. Bargaining is a way of 
life even now, so do not be afraid of 
asking for discounts. 


Duty-free items such as cameras, 
watches, lighters, pens, cosmetics 
and electronic goods are among the 
cheapest within the region. Penang 
also offers a variety of local goods

and handicraft items, the most 
popular being Batik - the traditional 
Malaysian fabric prized for its bold 
prints and vibrant colours. It is also 
a haven for antique lovers in search 
of rare bargains. 


For a spot of relaxation, take a ride 
up Penang Hill on the Swiss-built 
funicular railway. Alighting at the 
peak, you notice at once the invigo- 
ratingly fresh air and the heady 
scent of flowers from the profusely 





blooming gardens of vivid hues. 
stroll around the paths and enjoy 
the magnificent views of the island 
below. 


The city itself opens up oppor- 
tunities for amazing discoveries. 
Explore the city on foot and discover 
the magic and charms of narrow 
side-streets steeped in the history of 
days gone by. Or tour the city at 
leisure on trishaws - a cheap way of 
taking in the citysights at your own 
pace. 


Eating out in Penang can be a truly 
fulfilling experience — an experience 
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not to be missed. There are many 
restaurants and hawker stalls in the 
city and along the coast offering a 
wide variety of local fare - Malay, 
Chinese and Indian cuisine. Try 
‘Asam Laksa (rich noodles in spicy 
sourish fish gravy), Penang Rojak 
(the local version of Salad) or 'Char 
Kway Tiau (fried noodles with fresh 
prawns and cockles). The seafood 
dishes are something out of the 
ordinary too! If however. you 
suddenly yearn for something from 
back home, one of the many 
restaurants around is sure to have 
something just for you. 
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Penang promises the visitor all these 
and much more to make your 
holiday a truly memorable one.

Penang is easily accessible by air 
with daily flights from major capitals of 
the region. It has direct links with 
Singapore, Bangkok, Haadyai, Phuket, 
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Medan, Hong Kong, Taipei and 
Madras operated by Malaysia Airlines. 
The airline also operates about 16 daily 
flights between Kuala Lumpur and 
Penang. 


The Bayan Lepas International Airport 
is about 20km from the city centre. 
Taxis plying the route follow the 
coupon system by which fares 
between the airport and various 
destinations in Penang are fixed. 
Passengers pay the fare at the taxi 
booth in exchange for the coupon 
which they then produce to the driver. 


Air conditioned taxis and limousines 
charge slightly higher fares.

The opening of the Penang Bridge 
linking the mainland of Peninsular 
Malaysia to Penang Island has 





facilitated driving to Penang. A charge 
of RM7.00 is levied on all classes of 
cars at the toll plaza, in Prai on the 
mainland. No payment is required for 
travelling from the island to the 
mainland. From KL to Penang, travel 
by the North-South Highway. 


By Ferry 


From Butterworth, it is necessary to 
take the ferry to Penang Island. The 
ferry service is available around the 
clock for both passengers and 
vehicles. Tickets are purchased at the 
Butterworth terminal.

How To Get There

Things To See and Do 


Amidst such beauty and tranquillity, 
one tends to suddenly feel relaxed and 
lethargic — too lazy for any kind of 
activity. However, when there is so 
much to see and do, it is soon time to 
get up and go. 


e One of the best way to see the 
island is to go on a round island trip 
by taxi. The trip costs approximately 
RM25.00 -RM30.00. As you travel 
around the coastal roads, you will 
see quaint Malay villages with 
wooden houses on stilts under the 





shade of coconut trees. Now and 
then, you'll catch glimpses of the 
white sand and the shimmering blue 
sea. In the forests, you may chance 
upon the shy deer or playful 
monkeys darting among the 
branches. 


e Stop at Pangkor, the little 
picturesque town of narrow streets 
and corner coffee shops. The 
Nyonya marble topped tables 


and antique clocks gracing the 
walls contribute to its old world 
charm. 


e Take a leisurely stroll to the port 


and watch the fishing boats 
return with their fresh catch. See 
how the fish are packed in ice 
before being dispatched to the 
mainland. 


Wander off to the fishing villages 
and see how the fishermen pull in 
their nets from the sea, nets filled 
with wriggling fish, the bountiful 
harvest from the deep. Join their 
happy laughter, listen to their happy 
songs - be a part of it all! 


For a bit of history, visit the old 
Dutch Fort at Teluk Gedung. Built in 
1670, it was used for storing tin and 
was one of the Dutch strongholds 
against pirates and local Malays. 
Today, only the stone foundations 
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remain to remind us of the power 
they once exercised over the area. 


If your main interest is the sea and 
water-based activities, then take 
your pick from the many beautiful 
beaches around. Pantai Puteri 
Dewi (Beach of the Lovely Princess) 
is a lovely stretch of beach of fine 
white sand and shimmering blue 
sea, on the fringes of lush green 
tropical forests. A resort in this 
curving wide bay provides ample 
accommodation in an elegant 
cosmopolitan setting. . 


Pasir Bogak is the largest and most 
popular beach on the island. The 
beach is crescent shaped and 
numerous shady trees provide 
idyllic picnic spots under the 
canopy of their lush foliage. The 
water is shallow and crystal clear, 
offering endless hours of fun and 
frolic in the sunlit sea. There are 
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facilities for boating, fishing and 
snorkelling. 


e Teluk Nipah is an enchanting 
secluded bay on the west coast, 
accessible only by bicycle or motor- 
cycle from Pasir Bogak and Teluk 
Belanga.

North of Morib, across the sea from 
Port Klang is a group of islands, 
clustered closely together, almost 
hugging the coastline. 


The largest of these is CAREY 
ISLAND, the home of the Mah Meri 
aboriginal tribe, renowned for their 
traditional wood carvings. Their 
carvings usually depict figures 
representing spirits which they refer to 
as moyang or ancestor. A wealth of 
legends, passed down through the 
generations by oral tradition weave 
fascinating tales about these figures. 


Carey Island actually belongs to the 
firm of Golden Hope Plantation which 
owns the vast oil palm estates on the 
island. Prior permission must be 
obtained for a visit.

There is more to Port Dickson than 
just the sea. Take in the local sights 
and absorb some of the local 
history. 





7km from Port Dickson, at Kota 
Lukut stands the Fort of Raja 
Jumaat, the nineteenth century 
Bugis warrior. The fort was built in 
1847 to control the lucrative tin trade 
in the area. Today the muzzle 
loading guns used to defend the fort 
can be seen within the grounds of 
the District Officers residence and 
outside the Police Station in town. In 


the vicinity of the fort are also the 
remains of the foundation of an old 
palace and a royal burial ground. 


Visit the lighthouse at Cape 
Rachardo built by the Portuguese in 
the 16th century. The beacon 
guided sailing ships to Malacca, the 
most important port in South East 
Asia. The lighthouse is still 
functioning today. 


Ascend the narrow spiral staircase 
and see the magnificent view of the 
coastline of Sumatra, 38km across 
the Straits. The Cape is also the 
stopover point for migratory birds. 
From September to March, flocks of 
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sparrows, honey buzzards and 
swifts can be seen here together 
with hawks and eagles. 


Walk down the 63 steps beside the 
lighthouse and follow the jungle trek 
to a secluded beach. The footprint 
embedded in a boulder, about 50 
metre to the right of the track, is said 
to be that of Hang Tuah, the leg- 
endary Malay warrior of the 15th 
Century. 


Legend has it that upon acquiring 
innate strength and knowledge, 
Hang Tuah chose to meditate here. 
The footprint marks the spot where 
he first landed at Tanjung Tuan. 


e A nearby well whose icy cool 


water is a boon for the tired and 
thirsty, is also said to have been dug 
by him. Local devotees have 
known to pay their homage at this 
spot. 


At Pengkalan Kempas, a small 
village 23km south of the lighthouse, 
is the 15th Century tomb with its 
famous carved megalith. The 
mystery surrounding the stone 
remains unsolved to this day. Of 
special interest is the ‘ordeal stone’, 
an ancient lie-detector, through 
which a person puts his arm when 
answering questions. If he lies, the 
stone tightens like a vice. 


If you're the adventurous type, get 
the taste of the local cuisine which is 
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hot and spicy. There's fish cooked in 
thick gravy of coconut milk and the 
killer ‘cili padi’ - guaranteed to make 
your mouth and eyes smart. Or try 
the rendang (beef cooked with 
coconut milk and a rich assortment 
of spices). This is normally eaten 
with ‘Lemang’ - glutinous rice 
cooked in bamboo.

TINGGI ISLAND, rising 2,000 ft. above 
sea level, lies 32km south east of 
Mersing.

Pulau Tiga Park, approximately 48km. 
south of Kota Kinabalu and Tunku 


Abdul Rahman Park comprises three 
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islands rich in luxuriant plant life and a 
variety of animal life. It was gazetted as 
a National Park in 1987. The coral reefs 
which fringe part of Pulau Tiga Park are 
easily accessible and contains some 
species not found in the reefs on the 
west coast. 


The island is being developed as a 
research centre and no special 
facilities exist for tourists. Visitors 
bring their own food and camping 
equipment. 


However, a resthouse is available with 
2 rooms and can accomodate a 
maximum of 6 persons at one time 
The rate is RM 30.00/person. For 
camping, permission must first be 
obtained from:

How To Get There 


From Kota Kinabalu, drive 140km 
south to Kuala Penyu at the tip of 
the Klias Peninsula. The islands are 
18km away and about 45 minutes by 
boat. 


e The Turtle Islands which consists 
of Selingaan Island, Bakkungaan 
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Island, Kechil Island and Gulisaan 
Island are located off the north 
eastern coast of Sabah. They are 
about 2-3 hours by boat from the 
town of Sandakan. These islands 
are famed for the green and 
Hawksbill turtles which abound in 
the surrounding seas and come 
ashore to nest on the beaches all 
year round. The crystal like quality of 
the waters and the clean unspoilt 
beaches make this a favourite spot 
for swimming and picnicking. 


How To Get There 


Fly to Sandakan from Kota Kinabalu. 
Visitors have to charter speed boat. 
Presently, Wildlife Expeditions Sdn Bhd 
IS providing transportation to these

Where To Stay 


Only Selingaan Island has been 
developed to cater for tourism. Three 
chalets have been built with two having 
maximum accommodation capacity for 
12 persons while another can only 
accommodate 4 persons. 


The big chalet has 4 rooms each (2 big 
rooms and 2 small rooms). The bigger 
rooms can accommodate 4 persons 
each, and the smaller one can 
accommodate 2 persons each. 
Number of visitors staying at any one 
time is limited to 20. 


The chalets are fully furnished with 
mattress, pillows, towels, linen, cooking 
utensils, plates, cooking gas, cutlery, 
refrigerator, lighting and water is 
provided. However, water supply is 
dependent on rain. During prolonged 
drought condition, chalet operations 
may ceased. Visitors have to bring their 
own food. Picnic tables with seat and 
barbeque stands are also provided.

e Pulau Layang-Layang is located 
approximately 170 nautical miles 
Northwest of Kota Kinabalu. The 
island is about 7km long and 5km 
wide (area: 15 acres) surrounded by 
reefs and lagoons with relatively 
calm waters. The island at the 
Eastern end of the atoll is home to 





thousands of migratory birds. It is a 
paradise for divers, anglers, 
snorklers and bird watchers. 


Where To Stay 


Pulau Layang-Layang has adequate 
accomodation. It has 15 standard and 
2 VIP Chalets. 


How To Get There 


There are two ways to reach Pulau 
Layang-Layang by helicopter or cruise 
boat. Duration by helicopter is 2 hours 
flight and cruise ship is 16 hours from 
Kota Kinabalu.

A number of operators organise 
cruises or dive tours to these island 
and it might be more convenient to join 
one of these. The tour price usually 
includes rental of equipment and the 
services of professional guides in 





addition to accommodation, meals and 
transportation. There is also the added 
advantage of knowing yourself to be in 
the hands of people who are 
knowledgeable about the area and 
various dive spots.
